NAMB  nusMonams  minister  to  peopled 
needs  in  more  dum  100  language  groups  in 
urban  and  rural  settings,  openmg  dieir 
arms  to  sudi  diverse  populations  as 
seniors,  the  illiterate,  non-English  speak¬ 
ers,  substance  abusers,  prison  mmates  and 


their  families,  the  disabled,  migrants,  and 
even  vacationers,  to  name  only  a  few. 

There  are  currently  over  5300  mis-’ 
sionaries  supported  py  NAMB  and'Hs** 
partners  serving  in  the  U.S.,  Canada, 
and  their  territories,  backed  by  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  volunteers  each  , 
year.  More  than  2,600  NAMB-endorsed  ^ 
chaplains  serve  in  the  U3.  military,  cor- 
recfional  facilities,  hospitals,  and  corpo¬ 
rate  settings.
